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The  important  address  of  Dr.  A..  C.  True,  Director  of  the  States  Relations 
Service,  delivered  at  the  Inter-state  Conference  of  the  white  and  negro  extension 
workers  held  at  Hampton,  Virginia,  April  3,  1920,   is  quoted  below  to  arouse  new 
interest  in  the  Negro  problems  under  consideration. 

"The  coopere.tive  education  extension  moveraent  is  gaining  strength  through- 
out the  country  and  is  securing  the  be-cking  of  the  intelligent  fariring  people.  Tne 
inziediate  probleci  in  extension  work  is  that  of  securing  efficient  service  with  the 
Governaent  funds  in  sight.    Tliis  conference  has  been  a  revelation  to  me. 

"The  eirployr:ent  of  negro  agents  has  been  so  well  established  that  I  feel 
the  work  will  be  developed  further,  Frank  talk  has  brought  cut  actual  conditions. 
Extension  workers  ought  to  go  away  frorr.  this  conference  hopeful  of  the  developirent 
of  extension  work  as  a  whole. 

"There  has  bean  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  nunber  of  agents.  V^hile  the  ex- 
tension work  has  held  and  won  cany  friends,  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  our  efforts. 
Campaigns  of  education  and  organisation  mast  be  carried  forwrird,  We  need  to  se- 
cure coEpetent  workers  and  give  ■chem  better  pay.  Farriers  are  becor.ing  core  criti- 
cal. They  want  better  agents  than  they  have  ever  h>^d.  We  nust  work  patiently  and 
progressively.  The  spirit  of  service  that  has  aniniated  extension  work,  especially 
in  the  South,   is  remarkable. 

"In  the  negro  work  we  have  a  body  of  agents  who  are  doing  good  service 
and  should  be  encourf.ged.    Larger  developtaent  and  more  useful  results  will  come. 
With  this  conference  at  Harrpton  and  with  others  like  it,  v/e  shall  be  in  a  better 
position  to  judge  of  the  merits,  needs,  and  prospects  of  the  negro  work,  which 
Federal  cjnd  State  officers  engaged  in  agricultural  and  home -economics  extension  work 
wish  to  promote  and  develop."
